WASHINGTON, April 15.—(UP) 

Anti-prohibitionists climaxed a week 
hectic activity in congress today 

with speeches in both houses. presenta- 
tion of a monster petition demanding 
repeal of the eighteenth amendment 
and an announcement that Wyoming's 
two senators favored, joint resubmis- 
sion of the prohibition question to the 
states. 

In a joint etatement, Senators 
Kendrick, democrat, and Carey, repub- 
lican, of Wyoming, said they ‘‘would 
consider favorably a plan of federal 
control under which the rights of. the 
dry states would be fully protected.” 

The speeches, before a subcommittee 
of the senate judiciary committee, 
closed the wets’ presentation of their 
arguments in favor of straight repeal 
of prohibition. 

Polysyllabie words, denouncing drys, 
were punctuated with triumphant 
pointings at word charts showing the 
wet trend in such areas as Siberia, 
Iceland, Greenland, Spitzbergen, the 
Canadian arctic islands, Franz Joscf 
Land and Novaya Zembla.

RECORD PROGRESS 


Differences Between 
French and American 
Viewpoints Reconciled. 


PARIS, April 15.—(#)—Definite 
progress toward the elimination of 
differences in the disarmament views 
of the United States and France was 
reported today after Secretary of 
State Stimson and Premier Andre 
Tardieu had met at important con- 
ferences at the foreign office. 

A member of the American delega- 
tion accompanying Mr. Stimson, who 
was assigned to speak for him, said 
the conversation between the secre- 
tary of state and the premier cleared 
the atmosphere and resulted in a de- 
cision to go further into the problem 
when they are in Geneva. 

The American disarmament pro- 
posals, submitted at Geneva by Am- 


bassador Hugh Gibson, include the 
elimination of such important  ag- 
gressive weapons as tanks, heavy mo- 
bile guns and gases. The core of the 
French plan is an international po- 
lice force to which each nation would 
contribute men and arms and which 
would be supervised by the League of 
Nations, 

The American spokesman asserted 
Mr. Stimson and M. Tardieu agreed 
to continue their discussions in a 
co-operative and friendly spirit in an 
effort to fit both programs into a 
general disarmament plan. 

Security Guaranty. 

The chief French objection to the 
American proposals have been that 
they did not guarantee security. The 
spokesman said that at the Tardieu- 
Stimson meetings today it was frank- 
ly admitted that the French and 
American needs in respect to security 
were different. M. Tardieu was told 
that any European scheme to guard 
against war would be looked upon 
sympathetically by America, although 
the United States might not partici- 
pate in it, 

If statements to the press indicat- 

ed the trend of the conversations, the 
American secretary told M, Tardieu 
that the recent American proposal to 
abolish offensive weapons such as 
tanks, big mobile guns, and gases, was 
a symposium of several plans, and not 
a strictly American creation. 
_ It has been charged here the Amer- 
ican plan was an attempt to isolate 
France. Premier Tardieu himself was 
the outstanding opponent of the sug- 
gestion when broached last week at 
Geneva. 

The French premier attacked the 
proposal of Hugh Gibson, head of the 
American delegation, on the grounds 
that it did not include battleships in 
the class of defensive weapons to be 
abolished. 

_Not Against France, 

Confidence was expressed by the 
spokesman that the premier had been 
reassured that the United States had 
not deliberately formed a combina- 
tion against France. M. Tardieu was 
informed, on the contrary, that the 
United States was surprised when its 
plan proved disagreeable to France, 
as it had been the hope of the Ameri- 
can government that anything tend- 
ing to increase security would be wel- 
comed by the French. One of Ambas- 
sador Gibson’s arguments was that 
his proposals would increase security 
—an opinion not shared by the 
French.

While state officials tonight continued 
their investigation of a theo that 
bomb vandals were jeubesaihte Toe the 
explosion yesterday in the new state 
office building in which eight men 
were killed and scores injured, ex- 
plosive experts said that a preliminary 
investigation did not show that high 
explosives were used, 

The experts., summoned here from 
the FE. I. du Pont de Nemours Com: 
pany, at Wilmington, Del., informed 
Governor George White, after an 
hour in the ruins, that they believed 
no high explosives such as nitrogly- 
cerine, T. N. T., or dynamite had been 
used causing $1,000,000 damaze to 
the $6,000,000 building. 

The experts said they based their 
preliminary contention on the fact 
that a high explosive would have 
“cleaned material from.around the 
point from which it was set off.” 

They said the disaster which hurled 
men through open windows and buried 
others under the snow white Georgis 
marble which encased the steel anc 
brick superstructure, appeared to be 
of a “general nature,” making it diffi- 
cult to determine the location of the 
“plant.”

UNDUE PESSIMISM 


Additional Bonus Legis- 
lation Impossible, Is Be-.

WASHINGTON, April 15.—(/)— 
President Hoover feels that the great 
forces of liquidation within the na- 
tion have themselves—in fact, 
have gone far—and that a half 
dezen factors today are pointing the 
way to better times. 

The chief executive has been aroused 
by a current of pessimism and ap- 
prehension felt in business circles in 
recent weeks. A hroad survey of in- 
dustry and government, he feels, will 
show these emotions exaggerated and 
unwarranted, 

Hiere are some of the factors the 
president believes should brighten the 
business outiook : 

Ile confident that sentiment in 
the senate and in congress favor im- 
mediate straightening out of taxation 
tangles and speedy of a bil- 
lion-dollar program. 

He believes a canvass of the 
ate will show it impossible for new 
soldiers’ bonus legislation to become 
law. 

It is his strong belief that the na- 
tion’s major banking crisis is past. 
He feels that there overwhelm- 
ing sentiment in favor of a balanced 
budget both within congress and the 
administration. 

Sees Federal Reserve Aid. 

He sees the current federal econ- 
omy campaign as the greatest under- 
taken by any government in a single 
year. 

He regards as a great undertaking 
the action of the federal reserve sya- 
tem this week toward a concentrated. 
organized credit expansion. 

These views came today from an 
unimpeachable source as representing 
Ir. Hoover's latest analysis of the 
economic situation. He feels, it was 
said, that «during the middle of last 
February there was initiated a dis 
trict trend toward the re-establish- 
ment of confidence throughout the 
United States. 

This trend, the president believes. 
has heen interrupted during the last 
three weeks, in part by items placed 
in the tax bill by the house. the 
stormy debate there upon this meas- 
ure, and a renewed agitation in fa- 
vor of additonal bonus legislation. 

Feeling that the apprehension from 
such factors may now be declared 
largely exaggerated, Mr. Hoover be- 
lieves, as he has in the past, that the 
economic situation in the nation is 
solely one .of public confidence. The 
need, he believes, is for courage, not 
only among national leaders but ex- 
tending down to the smallest merchant 
and manufacturer,

Colonel Lindbergh Thanks Press 
For Co-operation in Kidnap Case 


(Copyright, 1932, by United Press.) 

NEW YORK, April 15.—(UP)— 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh and his 
wife were on record today as express- 
ing “our great appreciation to those 
members of the press who in many 
instances have given us their co-Op- 
eration, often to their own disadvan- 
tage.”’ 

This constituted their answer to a 
growing flood of private criticism in 
some portions of the public concern- 
ing lengthy publication of stories on 
the kidnaping and its attendant 
searches. 

The Lindberghs, torn by weeks 
of uncertainty and anxiety. have let 
it be known they felt publicity, par- 
ticularly in the early stages of the 


case, had been helpful. and in only 
a few instances have they asked the 


press to withhold’ details. Close 
friends of the couple have said Colo- 
nel Lindbergh now felt probably pub- 
lication of the serial numbers of his 
ransom bille had been helpful. And 
this was in the face of his original 
temporary request—honored by ‘the 
press—that news of the serial num- 
bers be suppressed. 

These developments today coincided 
with a national poll among many 
prominent editors, taken by the Unit- 
ed Press, to show how the press felt 
toward suggestions that the story 
should be suppressed or curtailed. 

Replies, pouring into headquarters 
of the United Press in New York, 
showed editors keenly interested in the 
question, fully aware of their respon- 
sibilities in the situation, and extreme- 
ly sympathetic toward the major aim 
of the present § investigations—early 
safe restoration of the kidnaped child 
to its parents. 

Some maintained that publicity is 
essential, since secrecy and suppres- 
sion would only place a premium on 
further kidnaping. 


Others held it was time to eliminate 


time as to specific co-operation. 
The colonel himself added to 
note of appreciation the observation: 


“It is still of utmost importance 
for us and our representatives to 
move about without being questioned 
or followed and we are again request- 
ing the complete co-operation af all 
members of the press to this end.” 

In so far as the United Press is 
aware this request is being generally 
observed. 

The United Press sent a group of 
editors the following messages: 

“The question has been raised by 
Walter Lippman (special editorial
